lions For '21 Is At Rate|

Forms 1120 for reporting net income 


of corporations for thc year 1921, now 
are available at thc offices of collec- 
tors of internal revenue and deputy 
collectors. 


Tho federal lax on income of cor- 


porations is divided into two parts, 
Incomo tax and excess profits tax. 
The income tax on corporations for 
1921 la at the rate of 10 per cent of the 
net incomo subject to tax. For 1922 
and subsequent years, as provided by 
tho revenue act of 1921, the incomo 
tax is 12 1-2 per cent. 


In ascertaining net income subject 


to the Income (normal) tax, tl.e cor- 
poration is allowed certain specific 
credits, which include (1) the amount 
of war and excess profits tax imposed 
by tho United States for the same tax- 
able year and (2) Interest received 
upon obligations of the United States 
and bon'ls of the war finance corpora- 
tion which has been included in gross 
income. A specific credit of $2,000 la 
also allowed corporations whose net 
income for 1921 was $25,000 or less. 
I'ndor tho jovonuo act of 1918, thin ex- 
emption was allowed all corporations 
regardless of the amount of not In- 
como.

Congress Ignores The Unemployed 


W 


ITH cynical disregard for the common well-being, a bi- 


partisan majority in the Senate voted down the only im- 


portant measure for the relief of unemployment which congress 
has been considering. 
A sufficient number of Republicans and 


Democrats banded together to protect local "pork barrel" in- 
terests- which imagined they were jeopardized by the unem- 
ployment-prevention plan. 


When the vote came the "pork barrel" was able to muster 


a majority, and a i-ational consideration of unemployment was 
postponed to a more convenient occasion. 
That marked the 


legislative end of the plans recommended by the President's 
unemployment conference last autumn. 


Nothing in recent years has shown more of the ugly quali- 


ties of our civilization than our apathy concerning unemploy- 
ment. As many as five million workers have been involuntarily 
unemployed for at least a year, and so far nothing substantial 
has been done to relieve their distress. Secretary Iloovei* pre- 
sided over a conference last autumn which essayed to deal with 
unemployment. 
The conference itself was conservative. 
It 


feared even openly to discuss the measures recommended by the 
first international labor conference held at Washington. 


But Secretary Hoover, Samuel Gompers, and the other con- 


ferrees found that they could agree upon a minimum pro- 
gram of action. 
The most important element of this was the 


suggestion that public works be planned in advance, and the 
construction by governmental units be retarded during good 
times and accelerated when unemployment approached, in or- 
der to stabilize business. 


This program promised to benefit every one and to injure 


no one. 
It would neither increase nor diminish the volume of 


public works. It would merely accommodate actual public con- 
struction to the condition of the market. If the "pork barrel" 
advocates had half a mind they would have seen that they were 
not endangered. But the pork barrelitcs have even less mind 
than character. Consequently, in the name of endless minutely 
petty special interests in rivers and harbors, they are willing to 
destroy the only decent beginning ever made toward fighting off 
the dreadful scourge of unemployment. 


It is a wretched example of legislative incompetence. Lo- 


cal political interests, not the need of the unemployed, moved 
congress.

Lives And Dollars 


A NNOUNCEMENT was made in the .press dispatches the 
•iJ. other day that all the theatres in Washington had been 
closed for inspection—a result of the recent disaster which re- 
sulted in the loss of many lives. 


It seems to be inherent in all of us to prefer to treat 


symptoms rather than go to the causes of the disease. It is so 
much easier to lock the stable after the colt has been stolen than 
before. In like manner a writer in a New York paper warns 
the people of the metropolis that for the sake of profits one of 
the railway systems there is setting the stage for an awful dis- 
aster—followed by the usual investigations and general con- 
demnation from people and press. Says this correspondent: 


"New York City is blessed with two subway systems, the 


Interborough and the Brooklyn Rapid Transit. "The B. R. T., 
known outside of Brooklyn as the Broadway Subway, is famous 
for many things, not the least of which is a fearful and wonder- 
ful car, which has three doors, all opened by a single guard, 
who operates them by pressing a button. 


"Lately a new device has been installed. Instead of having 


one man open three doors in one car, there is one man to open 
six or nine or twelve doors in two or three or four cars. It is the 
peculiar announcing device, b.vjvhich one man can tell the pas- 
sengers in all the cars, fore and aft- what is coming next. 


"So the passengers, alighting or entering the cars, hear a 


deep, sepulchral tone from out the air admonishing them to 
watch the doors and informing them that the next station will be 
Ummmmphl street. 


"Another modern device Is the locking of the doors be- 


tween the cars, so that none may pass from one to another. 


"The whole contraption is a direct invitation to instant and 


horrible death. With all the care in the world, one man cannot 
watch nine or twelve gates with crowds of people trying to get 
in. One man closes the doors and gives the signal to'the motor- 
ma:!, who is in a cage, and the train moves on its majestic way, 
regardless whether a mother is separated from her child— 
which 
happens often enough—or whether a passenger is 


jammed half in and half out of a car and held fast by the gate 
controlled by a man locked in a car three cars away! and who 
cannot be reached even by pounding on glass doors. 


"People are not killed every day for the same reason that 


more children are not slaughtered daily by the insane driving 
of huge motor trucks—that is. pure luck. 


"The danger to life and limb exists solely because the com- 


pany does not care to hire enough men to make the operation 
of the lines safe. It is a gamble between the company's dollars 
and the peoples' lives. 


"It is just as well to talk about these things before an acci- 


dent happens to open our eyes to the danger to life and limb 
Then there- will be a ho\\l of rage. 


"The only way out is 1o substitute operation for service in 


place of operation for profit—that's all. 'And this is as good a 
time as any to remind the people of the city that that is some- 
thing to fight for."
